The controversial practice of 
treating foods such as fruits 
and vegetables with ionizin 
energy -- popularly calle 
“fi irradiation” has been 
given the scientific mandate to 

roceed in Canada, says 

Iniversity of Guelph food 
scientist Dr. Les Ferrier. But 
whether or not the will exists to 
make it a papa food preser- 
vation technique here is ques- 
tionable, he says. 

In April, the Science council 
of Canada réleased ‘‘Issues in 
Food radiation,’ a 61l-page 
discussion paper urging Health 
and Welfare Canada to “‘speed- 
ily complete the regulatory 
approval of food irraditation as 
a process rather than an addi- 
tive.’’ The council also issued a 
17 - page statement saying that 
“Canada has an excellent 
opportunity to market this 
technology in which it is 
already a world leader,” 
following some 40 years of 
development by Atomic Ener- 
gy of Canada Ltd. 

‘‘Now that the research 
community has had time to 
digest these publications, we 
generally believe they repre- 
sent a _ positive attitude 
towards food irradiation,’’says 
Ferrier, who came to the 
university 18 months ago after 
being involved in food irradia- 
tion for two years at the Gener- 
al Foods Technical Centre in 
Tarrytown, N.Y. “Now it’s up 
to the federal government to 
educate the public and co- 


ordinate a plan that will bring a 


irradiation into use.” 
Irradiation either kills. 

sterilizes insects, parasite 

and microorganisins that spol 


food or shorten its shelf life.” 


Some environmentalists like 
the process because it 
precludes the use of question- 
able and banned pesticides and. 
fumigants. Tropical exporters 
recognize the advantages of 
being able to market items like 
apayas and mangoes without 
aving to disinfest them by 
methods that destroy their 
qual: Still other roponents 
tout food irradiation as .an 
effective weapon: against 
salmonella poinsoning, which 
has doubled over the , last 
decade in Canada. ; 
Although foods do_ not 
become radioactive after irra- 
diation treatment, some 
changes do occur in the texture 
and flavor. So ferrier is apply- 


ing for funding from the Ontar- , 


io Ministry of Agriculfure and 
Food to conduct tests with 
popular: southwestern Ontario 
produce such as grapes. peach- 
es. lettuce, broccoli and 
spinach.

retired for 20 or more years, 
you will be interested to learn 
that some improvements have 
been made recently. 

It would be quite interestin 
to learn to what extent, if at all, 
my letters and your publishing 
assistance have been instru- 
mental in effecting the 
improvement; however, that 
will probably remain a deep, 
dark, corporate secret. 

The pension of one pension- 
er’s widow has considerably 
more than doubled from 
$156.02 per month to $362.40 per 
month, since March 16th, and I 
have good. reason to believe 
that 320 similar pensioners 
have been shocked and delight- 
ed by these previously 
unheard-of and equally 
astounding increases. 

Nevertheless, I believe these 
pensions are reprehensibly 
small when it is considered 
that a fair and reasonable 
pension for the widow of a 
similar employee, if he had 
retired in 1985 and died in 1986, 
would, I understand, be more 
than three times as large. 

A booklet - concerning 
pensionn published by The 

ydro-Electric. ower 
Commission of Ontario on 
April ist, 1960, notes that 
Ontario Hydro’s Pension Plan, 
first introduced on Nov. Ist, 
1923, has been modified over 
the years to meet changing 
times and conditions.

In view of the recent 
increases to the pensions of 
former employees’ widows, it 
appears that present ed 
management people may well 
have been unaware of how

Readers should not infer 
from my letters to you that I 
am a disgruntled former 
employee with an axe to grind.

" tion fees” or ‘‘securi- 
ty its’’ of $25.00 or more. 


In the end, rs invar- 
iably refuse to buy back the 
crafts, claiming they are not of 


acceptable quality or using 
other loopholes built into 
advertising and promotional 
material. 

“People have been. left 
trying to sell dozens of pot 
holders or whatever, on their 
own,” Allan says. ““They may 
not be worth a fraction of the 
original material cost.” 

It is generally impossible to 
get any money back from these 
companies and the ‘careful 
wording’ of advertisements 
keeps many of them within the 
law, Allan says. There’s only 
one sure way to avoid losing 
money to these people, the 
consumer adyisor notes -- 
“don’t givewthem any in the 
first place.”’ 

Some promoters do get 
caught. A company called G.E. 
Hearn Co. pleaded guilty last 
year to five charges relating to 
the operation of a mail stuffing 
scheme. The firm had run ads 
offering a free report explain- 
ing how to earn $50,000.00 to 
$100,000.00 in annual income. 
Respondents were then 
directed to pay $30.00 for 
instructions on how to run their 
own ‘‘envelope stuffing’’ 
scheme. ; . 

Gordon Hearn was convicted 
and fined $3,500.00 on the 
charges laid under federal 
false advertising regulations. 

Anyone with information 
about such scams should 
contact local police or the 
nearest Consumer Service 
Bureau of MCCR. Bureau 
numbers are listed in the 
phone book. wii

The disease has no known 
sure and probably affects 
hundreds of thousands of Cana- 
dians. most of them elderly. 
Unfortunately a positive diag- 
nosis can only be made after 
death when post mortem 
examination shows brain cells 
with abnormal tangles of fibr- 
ous proteins.

Remarkably high concentra- 
tions of aluminum are found in 
the brains of deceased 
Alzheimer’s patients. Under 
normal conditions, aluminum 
is not retained in the body. 
Brains of Alzheimer patients, 
however, have between 0.3 and 
2 per cent aluminum alalysed 
on a dry matter basis (that is, 
brain tissue dried to remove all 
the water). 

No one knows if aluminum is 
responsible for causing the 
disease, or if Alzheimer's 
causes changes in the brain 
that lead to the accumulation 
of aluminum. And, if alumi- 
num can cause Alzheimer’s 
disease, how should we avoid 
taking it into our bodies? 

Although aluminum is 
known to be a toxic element, it 
is not normally retained in the 
body. Many antacid prepara- 
tions contain large amounts of 
aluminum compounds, yet 
there is no evidence that anta- 
cids predispose users to 
Alzheimer’s disease. 

Some people question the 
safety of aluminum cookware, 
but only negligible amounts of 
aluminum dissolve in food 
cooked in aluminum pots. This 
is because aluminum, although 
intrinsically a rather reactive 
metal, is protected from attack 
by a very thin, but tightly held, 
layer of aluminum oxide on its 
surface. 

Recent evidence, however, 
indicates that considerable 
amounts of aluminum may 
dissolve when very acidic 
foods such as tomatoes or 
rhubarb’ are cooked and also 
when the water contains either 
natural or added fluoride. 

Studies have also shown a 
parallel between aluminum 
concentration in lakes and both 
acidity and fluoride concentra- 
tion. Aluminum is highly toxic 
to fish. 

There may be links between 
acid rain and the concentration 
of aluminum in natural water, 
though this is not yet certain.

that aluminum in the diet 
causes the disease (but equally 
little evidence to the contrary). 

One study in three remote 
Pacific communities found a 
link between above-average 
aluminum im-soil and higher- 
than-usual incidence of 
Alzheimer’s disease. This 
might suggest an environmen- 
tal link with aluminum, but 
other factors may be equally 
responsible.

Gypsy Moth 


“Defoliation caused by 
gypsy moths this year is down 

y 90 per cent compared to 
1986,’ Natural Resources 
Minister’ Vincent Kerrio said 
recently. 

“About 13,000 hectares of 
forest suffered moderate to 
severe defoliation in 1987. In 
more th&n . 167,000 

of forest were seri- 
ously defoliated, ** Kerrio said. 

At the infestation’s peak in 
1985, gypsy moths defoliated 
246,000 hectares. 

Provincial entomologist Joe 
Churcher said natural factors 
are behind the collapse of the 
gypsy moth population. 

“Probably the most impor- 
tant cause of the decline is a 
naturally-occurring virus , 
which appears to have caught 
up with the gypsy moth,” he 
said. 

Parasitic wasps and flies 
which feed on gypsy moth eggs 
and larvae, as well as preda- 
tors including birds, beetles 
and small mammals such as 
mice and moles, have also 
helped to reduce gypsy moth 
numbers. Other natural 
controls such as inclement 
weather also contributed to the 
decrease in population.

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The gypsy moth arrived in 
Ontario in 1969. A single gypsy 
moth caterpillar, can devour 
several leaves a day, and in 
heavily-infested areas they are 
a visible nuisance. Repeated 
annual defoliation can weaken 
trees, making them vulnerable 
to disease or severe weather. 

Since 1985, the Ministry of 
Natural has carried 
out a successful aerial spray- 
ing program to reduce defolia- 
tion in heavily-infested areas, 
using the biological insecticide 
Bacillus thuringiensis, or Bt. 

The ministry sprayed 40,250 
hectares of forest this year, 
compared to 103,000 hectares 
in 1986. 

“The 1987 gypsy moth aerial 
spray program went exceed- 
ingly well”, said Alec Denys, 
of MNR’s Tweed District. ‘We 
were able to cover all of the 
target areas, and we had excel- 
lent results in eee our 
objective of protecting aie % 
within those identified, hig 

value areas.” 

He said.although the damage 
has been ramatically 
reduced, eastern Ontario 
continues to be the most 
severely infested part of the 
province, particularly small

$5,000 Training Credit 
for laidoff workers over 45 


Laid-off workers, over 45, 
will be eligible for $5,000 of 
training under ‘Transitions’ a 
new provincial skills program, 
announced recently. 

Gregory Sorbara, Minister 
of Skills Development, says it 
is a constructive response to 
ie laid-off workers update 
skills to get another v 

“We need this pool of work- 
ers to stay competitive. 
‘Transitions’ makes economic 
sense because in less than 20 
years, older workers will make 
up fully a third of our labor 
force. We need to invest in 
them and provide a positive 
alternative to income subsi- 
dies,’’ Mr. Sorbara says. 

The training credit program, 
the first of its kind in Canada, 
is designed for people 45 years 
or older, who have lost their 
jobs through permanent lay- 
offs, plant closures or failure of 

_their own businesses. About 

26,000 older workers are laid 

off annually in Ontario. s 

Under ‘Transitions’, older 
workers receive up to $5,000 
credit over two years, for 
training with new employers, 

rivate trainers or in public 
institutions. The credits are 
used to pay training costs 
involved. 

While training must be work- 
related, participants choose 
their own training. Informa- 
tion about the program and 
counselling will be available at 
establis agencies such as 
Canada Employment Centres, 
the Ministry of Labour and 
community groups such as 
unions. More than 6,500 older 
workers are expected to parti- 
cipate in the first year of the 
$14 million program. 

“Ontario is competing on an 
international basis today. 

as ae reat 
ing any trade agreement wi 
the United States or through 


on older workers and put a 
premium on flexibility and 
mobility in the labor market,” 
Mr. Sorbara says. 

The program. is aimed at 
people over 45 who have been 
permanently laid-off because 
they face a number of disad- 
vantages in finding new 
employment. For example, 
they take twice as long as 
younger workers to find that 
new job, often at lower wages. 
Older workers generally have 
less education, and many are 
employed in declining or slow 
growth industries. 

“For 25 years, we have 
concentrated on the distinct 
problems of younger workers. 
‘Transitions’. responds to 
changing demographics and 
gives older workers a bit of an 
edge in the marketplace,’’ says 
Mr. Sorbara. 

The training credit comple- 
ments other government 
services dealing with labor 
market adjustment and inter- 
national competition. The 
Ministry of Labour is involved 
in plant closure review, 
employment adjustment and 
sires The Ministry of 
Industry, Trade and Technolo- 
gy assists employers through 
investment assistance and 
market development services.

XXInhaled PoisonsYY 
eliminate by getting the victim 
into fresh air and giving him 
artificial respiration if 
necessary. 

XXAbsorbable PoisonsYY - 
must be washed off the skin. 
Flood the skin with lukewarm 
water and wash it with soap. 

XXInjected PoisonsY Y - can 
be contained by Getting the 
victim to rest and keep the 
affected area lowered. You 
should flush the entry site and 
tie a very slightly constrictive 
bandage between -it and the 
heart. Do not stop circulation.

Place cold packs, 
ice or wet cloths on the burned 
area if immersion in cold 
water is not possible. 

Remove anything that is 
constrictive, such as rings, 
bracelets, or footwear before 
swelling begins. . >” 

Cover the burn with a clean, 
perferably sterile, lint-free 
dressing. 

Take particular care when 
treating burns to avoid causing 
further injury and contamina- 
tion of the wound. Do not apply 
lotions, ointments or oily 
dressings. Do not break blis- 
ters. Do not breathe, cough 
over or touch the burned area. 
Do not remove clothing that is 
stuck to the burned area. 

For more serious burns, 
quickly send for medical ne 
monitor breathing and give 
artificial respiration if needed: 
Cover the burned area with a 
sterile, lint-free dressing or 
facial tissue. Take care of 
other (immediate life- 
threatening injuries, watch for 
shock and arrange for trans- 


portation to a medical facility.

Madoc Golf Course? 


Madoc - There is some confu- 
sion over who is supposed to 
make the next move in the 
effort to make a 9-hole golf 
course a reality in Madoc. 

A feasibility study done last 
year concluded that a good 
quality golf course would be a 
successful venture. in the 
Madoc area. The study esti- 
mated that 19,300 rounds of 
golf would be played on this 
course in 1991, with a gross 
profit of about $200,000. 

The study was commis- 
sioned by the Madoc and 
District Golf Course Study 
Group, chaired by Brian Arms- 
trong. Cost of the study, under- 
taken by Thomas McBroom 
Associates of Toronto, was 
shared by the Ontario govern- 
ment and the Study —— 
which raised funds locally 
through raffles and other 
projects. 

Public meetings held by the 
committee last year revealed 
strong interest in the golf 
course among Madoc and area 
residents. 

The completed study was put 
in the hands of Madoc Village 
Council last year, and, so far, 
no action has been taken on the 
project beyond a search for 
possible funding to get the golf 
course underway. 

Daryl Kramp, local 
businessman and member of 
the Study Group committee, 
told The Review that the hold- 
up is the enormous expense of 


building the course and club 
house (close to $1 million). He 
said if there were one individu 
al, perhaps a retired person, 
who had the time and energy to 
spearhead the undertaking, 
ihe facility might become a 
reality. Kramp said the next 
step is up to Madoc Council 

Doug Parks, Madoc’s clerk- 
treasurer and also a member 
of the Study Group, told The 
Review that the next step 
belongs to the Study Group, 
which should formally declare 
itself in its minutes to have 
concluded their mandate and 
ass the matter over to Council 
tor all future action 

The most promising source 
of funds uncovered by Council 
so far is the Ontario Ministry o! 
Tourism and Kecreation, 
which could kick in $500,000 
toward the project. However, 
Parks said, the remaining 
$500,000 needed to build the 


‘facility is an overwhelming 


amount for Madoc Council to 
tackle. He said Council would 
welcome a private initiative to 
get the project off the ground. 

The 78-acre parcel of land 
chosen as the site for the golf 
course has frontage on High- 
pi 7 and a clubhouse location 
on Russel Street in Madoc. The 
land and building are currently 
owned by the Moira River 
Conservation Authority, which 
has indicated an interest in 
leasing the property to the 
village. :

Rabies Clinics Offered 
Again This Year 


MADOC - Special low-cost 
rabies vaccination clinics will 
be held’again this year, and pet 
owners will be charged only 
$5.00 per animal for p4otection 
against this serious disease. 
Madoc Veterinary Services, 
176 Durham St., is participat- 
ing in this program. Clinics 
will be held Sept. 12 and 19 
from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. 

Because of the high inci- 
dence of rabies in our area last 
year, the Hastings and Prince 
Edward Counties Health: Unit 
adopted the new provincial 
regulation on Sept. 13, 1986 
which made it compulsory for 
all dogs and cats three months 
of age and over to be vacci- 
nated against rabies. 

This regulation is intended to 
protect people from the 
disease. Most cases of human 
anti-rabies treatment result 
from contact with cats and 
dogs which have been infected 
by a rabid wild or domestic 
animal. In. 1980 there were 
1,096 people treated for expo- 
sure to rabies in Ontario. By 
1985 that number had jumped 
to 2,150, a 96 per cent increase. 

More than 50 per cent of the 
human exposures to the 
disease occur from contact 
with owned, unimmunized 
dogs and cats. The rabies virus 
is transmitted through the

So, not only would she have 
e government take over this 
isiness, she has also told us 
at we could ‘‘expect 
ecreases in premiums 
nywhere from $100 a year to 
000°". 
Perhaps, she should have a 
yok at an article in the 
‘innipeg Free Press on July 
;, 1987. In this article, the 
lanitoba Public Insurance 
orporation source has stated 
iat they had lost at least $18 
jillion in their first six months 
f the fiscal year. This, after 
n auto insurance premium 
icrease of between nine to 
nirty percent. 

M.P.1.C. Minister John 
sucklaschuk is quoted: “If the 
urrent trend continues, we'll 
e forced to look at consider- 
ble rate increases next year.” 

It apee that the situation 
sn’t that different in the other 
rovinces with government- 
un insurance. in 1976, the 
nsurance Corp. of B.C. got 
181 million of the taxpayers’ 
noney. In Saskatchewan, the 
axpayers had to pay $72 
nillion, and in Manitoba, $18.6 
nillion. This money has to 
‘ome from all taxpayers, 
ncluding people who don’t 
irive or even own a car! 

So, with all this help from the 
axpayers auto insurance in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
3.C. is cheaper, right?

_ Will this business be bought 
from the present insurers? 


Will the NDP also bring in 
legislation designating the 
civil service as an ‘essential 
service’ to protect the Ontario 
policy-holders from a strike, 
some time in the future? 


In 1981 there was a civil 
service strike in B.C. that 
lasted for five months! All 
insurance transactions, includ- 
ing change of vehicles, new 
cars, claims, etc. went undone 
until the strike was settled. 


What if I think I am paying 
too much under a government 
plan? Will it do any good to go 
to another insurance office, or 
will I have to go to another 
province? 


If Ms. Armstrong is going to 
lean heavily on this issue, I 
would suggest she get her 
information from other sour- 
ces than Mel Swart and Bob 
Rae, both of whom are getting 
increasingly more uncomfort- 
able discussing this topic. 


I know Mr. Rae’s campaign 
people are uneasy about it, 
enough so that they cut a press 
conference short in Toronto 
recently, when the questions 
regarding his information 
started getting too difficult to 
answer. 


If Ms. Armstrong once work- 
ed in an insurance agency she 
should have less trouble 
answering these questions 
than Mr. Rae and Mr. Swart. 


Incidentally, I once worked 
for the government.

How did pioneers bake breac 
with a fireplace? This was 
shown at the oldest’stone house 
north of Toronto.

To the left of th 
fireplace was a Bee Hiv 
shaped oven, a middle oven fo 
warming food and lower wa: 
an ash reservoir to keep ashe 
clean for soap making. 

To heat the oven to brea 
temperature, a fire was placet 
in this oven and the woodet 
door (scarred by fire) was shu 
on it. When the fire burne 
there, for about six to eigh 
hours the oven was hot enoug 
to bake bread. To be certal: 
that’ the. temperature wa 
right, one held her arm in fo 
seven seconds (counting on 
thousand, etc.) The coals an 
fire were removed and th 
bread inserted.
